A  Joyous  Celebration  &  Reflections 
on  a  Quarter  Century 
by  Cantor  David  Lefkowitz 
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Can  Women  Serve  as 
Witnesses  Under 
Jewish  Law? 

The  Conservative  Movement’s  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Jewish  Law  and  Standards 
(CJLS)  passed  an  opinion  in  1974  per¬ 
mitting  women  to  witness  for  giyyur  (con¬ 
version),  kiddushin  (marriage),  and  gittin 
(divorce).  Though  it  was  a  minority  opinion 
at  the  time,  6  -  7,  it  received  enough  votes 
to  become  a  legitimate  option  within  the 
Conservative  movement. 

This  June,  the  CJLS  will  be  addressing 
papers  by  R.  Myron  Geller  and  R.  Susan 
Grossman,  hoping  to  receive  an  over¬ 
whelming  majority  and  put  the  issue  to  rest 
once  and  for  all. 

Ironically,  though  it  is  perceived  as  one 
of  the  most  black  and  white  cases  of  prohi¬ 
bition,  the  issue  is  riddled  with  ambiguities 
and  exceptions. 

First,  though  the  rule  “women  are 
unfit  to  witness”  is  cited  freely  as  a  “Torah 
Law,”  it  is  actually  a  rabbinic  interpretation 
of  two  verses  in  the  Torah. 

Furthermore,  the  Oral  Law  (Mishna, 
Tosefta  and  Talmud)  offers  many  examples 
of  instances  in  which  women’s  testimony  is 
accepted.  Generally,  these  fall  into  cate¬ 
gories  of  personal  status  (birth,  marriage,

divorce),  as  well  as  matters  in  which  no 
man  is  available  to  witness.  Specifically,  the 
Mishna  is  lenient  when  it  comes  to  declar¬ 
ing  that  a  woman’s  husband  is  dead  so  that 
she  can  remarry  (Yevamot  15:1). 


In  professor  Judith  Hauptman’s  analy¬ 
sis,  women’s  testimony  was  restricted  for 
sociological  reasons,  such  as: 

-  Lack  of  financial  autonomy:  because

The  son  of  a  rabbi  from  Rishon  le-Zion, 
where  he  was  born,  Yaacov  Agam’s  creative 
work  has  deep  roots  in  the  spiritual  values  of 
Judaism.  His  driving  force  is,  in  his  own 
words,  “to  give  plastic  and  artistic  expression 
to  the  ancient  Hebrew  concept  of  reality.” 
The  serigraphs  included  in  this  Limited 
Edition  represent  a  unique  creation  by  Agam 
who  was  inspired  by  his  admiration  for  Ben- 
Gurion  and  by  his  personal  friendship  with 
Shimon  Peres.  This  work  of  love  will  figure 
among  the  most  important  creations  of 
Agam,  who  has  established  himself  among 
the  most  acclaimed  artists  of  his  time. 

Seven  of  the  ten  prints  have  Ben-Gurion 
in  the  artwork.  The  Limited  Edition  was  pub¬ 
lished  by  Armand  and  Georges  Israel 
Publishers  and  the  Ben-Gurion  Foundation. 

These  prints  are  hanging  on  the  first 
floor  of  the  synagogue,  in  back  of  the  busi¬ 
ness  office  and  near  the  Family  Room.  Please 
take  the  time  to  view  them.

of  reliance  on  father  or  husband,  women 
might  be  subject  to  pressure  to  further  the 
interest  of  the  father  or  husband,  rather 
than  to  tell  the  truth. 

-  Lack  of  education:  perhaps  many 
were  not  aware  of  business  practices,  were 
not  literate,  etc. 

-  Social  status:  men  would  not  have 
wanted  their  word  contradicted  by  a 
woman  in  a  court  of  law. 

While  we  must  treat  tradition  with 
reverence,  we  cannot  ignore  what  our  eyes 
see  and  our  consciences  tell  us.  While 
there  are  cases  when  we  keep  a  law  though 
the  reason  may  no  longer  apply  (i.e.,  not 
eating  rice  on  Pesach  lest  it  be  confused 
with  flour  in  the  marketplace),  my  person¬ 
al  philosophy  of  halacha  is  that  when  a 
matter  of  ethics  or  human  dignity  is  at 
stake,  we  must  find  a  halachic  way  to  close 
the  gap  between  what  is  perceived  as  “reli¬ 
gion”  and  what  is  perceived  as  “fairness.” 

In  this  case,  many  halachic  tools  are 
available,  from  the  least  radical,  an  expan¬ 
sion  of  exceptions  to  the  general  rule  that 
women  don’t  witness,  to  the  more  thor¬ 
ough  abrogation  of  the  rule. 

Certainly,  people  requesting  a 
woman’s  testimony  would  be  explained  the 
repercussions,  including  probable  non¬ 
recognition  by  some. 

Rabbi  Geller  concludes  his  teshuva, 
“in  light  of  changing  times,  the  passage  of 
millennia  and  the  radical  change  in  cul¬ 
tural  climate,  the  restrictions  retained  by 
the  rabbis  have  no  application  at  the  pre¬ 
sent  time.  Women  are  no  longer  excluded 
from  social  or  economic  pursuits,  nor  are 
they  subservient  to  male  dominance.  Their 
testimony  in  many  areas  of  civil  law,  once 
governed  exclusively  by  halacha  and  from 
which  they  were  now  barred,  is  now  uni¬ 
versally  accepted,  even  by  the  most  tradi¬ 
tional  elements  of  Jewish  society.  The 
competence,  truthfulness  and  reliability  of 
women’s  testimony  is  no  longer  ques¬ 
tioned  and  their  moral  claim  to  be  accept¬ 
ed  as  witnesses  in  Jewish  law  is 
overwhelming.” 

Indeed,  the  halachic  claim  is  equally 
impressive.  If  you  would  like  to  do  more 
reading  on  this  topic,  please  contact  me  or 
look  for  Judith  Hauptman’s  incisive  book, 
Rereading  the  Rabbis.
